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INSTRUCTIONS FOR CASES OF EMBEZZLEMENT IN GRAM PANCHAYATS 
*2954. Sardar Kulbir Singh: Will the Home Minister be pleased to 
state whether Government have issued any instructions to the Police Depart- 
ment that no complaint regarding the embezzlement of the Panchayat funds be 
registered against the Sarpanches unless they come through B.D.O. of the 
area ; if so, a copy of the instructions be laid on the Table of the House. 
Shri Mohan Lal: No. However a copy of instructions issued by the 
Director of Panchayats is given below. 


Copy of Memorandum No. 60 -10-69-59/7902-8052-C, dated the 24th August, 1959 from “the 
Director of Panchayat , Punjab, Jullundur addressed to all Assistant Directors of Panchay ats; 
District Panchayat Officer and Panchayat Officers | in the State. 

Subject.—Handing over cases against Panches and Sarpanches to the Police by the 
District Panchayat Officers, for investigations. 


It has been observed that petty cases of Irregularity, mis-management, and misap- 
propriation of funds against Panches and Sarpanches are frequently entrusted to the Police 
by the District Panchayat Officers, and consequently their wholesale suspensions and removals 
are recommended whichis not desirable. The other points worth consideration before a 
case against Panches and Sarpanches is handed over to Police for investigation and prose- 
cution is that there is hardly a village where party faction does not exist and the party in 
opposition generally tribes to involve Sarpanch and Panches by exaggerating minor acts 
of commission or ommission on their part; and, sometimes even by concocting cases 
against them. In these circumstances you are advised not to hand over cases to the Police 
against Sarpanches and Panches for investigation and prosecution without previous approval 
of Government. 

Cognizable cases against the Sarpanches and Panches which are not committed by 
them in the capacity of Sarpanches and Panches are of course excluded from the purview 
of these instructions. 

These instructions, in supersession of all those instructions issued in this behalf from 
time to time should please be followed separately and no cases handed over to the Police 
against the Panches and Sarpanches for investigation and prosectuion without the previous 
aoproval of Government obtained through this Offlce.

Stepny and Battery which were stolen property in case F.I.R. No. 258, dated 20th 
December, 1961 un der section 379 1.P.C., Police Station Jandiala were recovered from in- 
side the Jeep taken into possession by S.H.O. Tarn Taran. The facts of. the case were that 
on the night between 19/20th December, 1951, tae Stepny and the Battery of Land Rover 
No. 2744-PNA belonging to one Shri Guru Kartar Dass, son of Guru Narain Dass of 
Jandiala were stolen while the land rover was parked outside his residence. With the help 
ofa torch, he saw two persons (sikhs) and a Jeep standing near his land rover. The 
unknown persons were opening the bonnet of the Engine of the land rover. On being 
challenged by the complainant the culprits started their Jeep and went towards Tarn Taran 
side. In torch light, the complainant found that the jeep of culprits bore letters UPB 
He lodged a report in Police Station Jandiala on 20th December, 1961. A +copy 
of F.I.R:Gn Urdu) is laid on the table of the House. 

Devinder Singh, son of Amar Singh accused in Jandiala theft case absconded and pro- 
ceedings under section — 87/88 Cr. P.C. were started agaisnst him. He was declared a P.O. 
Challan against him was submitted in the court under section 512 Cr. P.C. which is pending 
in the court of M.I.C., Amritsar and the evidence is being recorded in absentia.

PROHIBITION OF THE EXPORT OF WOOD AND CHARCOAL FROM NURPUR 
TEHSIL 

*2887. Comrade Ram Chandra: Will the Home Minister be pleased 
to state whether he has received any communication from any legislator 
of Nurpur constituency on 14th November, 1962 regarding prohibition of the 
export of wood and charcoal from Nurpur Tehsil, if so, a copy of the same 
and that of the reply thereto may be placed on the table of the House.

A copy of the communication received from the Legislator along with the 

reply sent thereto are given below. 


My dear Pandit Ji, 

This is to invite your attention to urgent needs of my constituency.Firstly I would 
refer to the difficulty of procuring cement. I learn that the Government have empowered 
Supply and Food Officer of the District to issue permits for the purchase of cement. This 
does not suit the people of the Kangra District whose area is 6000 miles. The people from 
such a long and scattered area do not find it convenient to secure these permits. I would, 
therefore, request you to kindly authorise the S.D.O 's of the District to issue necessary 
permits. This shall necessitate separate allotment of stock to each S.D.O. and that is not a 
difficult job. | 

Secondly I desire to point out that fire wood and charcoal Contractors of Nurpur 
Tehsil have been debarred from exporting their goods to the plains. It is economically 
unsound and unprofitable for people of Nurpur Tehsil to export these products to other 
parts of the District, namely, Dharamsala, Palampur, Kangra Tehsils. The carriage 
is very costly and subsequent rates neither benefit the consumers nor the businessmen. 
Besides the charcoal manufactured in Nurpur Tehsil is of cheel wood which people hardly 
find convenient to purchase and utilize for domestic purposes. This is very suited to con- 
sumption by industry. . As such I would strongly recommend that Nurpur Tehsil be allowed 
to export its fire-wood and charcoal to other places of the industry. Itrust you will please 
give careful consideraton to these two requests and issue the necessary orders to convenience 
the populace here.

2. Ithas been observed by the Government that petty cases of irregularity, mis- 
management and misappropriation of funds against the Sarpanches and Panches are fre- 
quently entrusted to the Police by the Panchayat Department ; and, consequently their 
wholesale suspensions and removals are ordered which is not desirable. We should be 
a little less trict in such matters, especially where it is found that the irregularities committed 
by them are ofa technical nature. This seems most essential as a large number of 
Panches and Sarpanches are illiterate, and are naturally bound to commit. mistakes. They 
are not expected to have ample administrative or accounts experience In the initial 
stages of the Panchayat Administration we shall have to bea little less strict in cases of 
technical irregularities, otherwise we may have to resort to wholesale suspensions and 
removals which would certainly be not desirable. The other aspect worth consideration, 
before a case against a Sarpanch or Panch is handed over to the Police for investigation and 
prosecution, is that there is hardly a village where acute party faction does, not exist. and 
the parties in opposition generally try to pull down the Sarpanch and Panche, by exaggera- 
ting minor acts of commission or omission on their part ; and, sometimes even by con- 
cocting cases against them. : 

3. Itis, therefore, desired that you should not hand over any case against the Panches 
and Sarpanches to the police for investigation and prosecution without Previous approval 
of the Government. 

4. Cognizable cases against the Panches and Sarpanches which are not committed by 
them in the capacity of Panches and Sarpanches are, of course, excluded from the purview of 
these instructions. 

. 5. Necessary instructions in this behalf, under advice, may please be issued to all the 
Field Officers of the Panchayat Department.

Jaswant Kaur, Lady Attendant and Parkash 
Wati, Lady Social Welfare Worker, Bhaure Community Centre, which is quite clear 
from the enquiry conducted by the Department. In the enquiry Smt. Jaswant Kaur 
has stated that she was reluctant to clean utensils, wash clothes and sweep the house in 
which the Lady Social Worker lived because she considered ita forcible labour. ` 


(2) Ever since Smt. Parkash Wati joined her services at Bhaure she was putting 
upinthe Community Centre itself. Her male relatives and others who have acquain- 
tance with her also used to spend their nights in the Centre, whenever, they visited the place 
It was quite objectionable. The Director, Welfare Department had, issued instructions 
that no Government employee should resideinthe buildings of Community Centres. 
In view of these instructions, I got the building vacated for full use of tne Centre. 


* (3) Shri Gurditta Ram, a beneficiary of Harijan Colony, Bhaure, became annoyed uM 
with me asI stopped tne construction of a quarter allotted by them to one Shri Piara Lal | 
his relative, who is not an approved bencficiary. Another beneficiary Shri Pritam Dass | 
also hasill will with me as [did not recommend his case for grant of interest-free loan 
of Rs 2,000 last year. His case was not recommended as he already reaped too much ag Fil 


benefits which he did not deserve at all as given below :— 


(a) During the year 1957-58 he was granted a subsidy of Rs 600 forthe construc- 
tion of a House in Harijan Colony, Bhaure. In this House, he is not living 
bjmself and hasrented it thereby violating the terms of agreement,

(b) He received adequate loan from Co-operative Bank, Ludhiana, for con- 
struction of the said house. 


(c) He received Rs 3,000 as loan from Deputy Commissioner, Ludhiana, under 
the Low Income Group Housing Scheme. The house constructed with this 
amount has also been rented thus violating the conditions of the agreement 


executed by him. 


(d) Inspite of getting above benefits he has a very good housein which heis put- 
ting up now. 


(e Heis also a member of Agri. Co-operative Society, Bhaure, and is getting 
benefit out of it. 


(4) Secondiy ShriPritam Dass and Gurdita Ramand other office-bearers of Bhaure 
Colony bearill will against me because they did not render accounts of the Colony toe 
me which were required to be sent to the Director, in connection witn a complaint madt 
by other beneficiariesto the higher authorities. Infact these office-bearers have spen 
allthe amounts of 26 beneficiaries on 13 quarters and did not construct other 13 house 
with the result that the complaint was made aud that is why they are reluctant to render 
the accounts of the Colony to other aggrieved Harijans. 


To sum up, I may say that aforesaid are the grounds on which any one of the above 
mentioned persons have tried to level false allegations against me orthey have in 
stigated any other to do so, witha view to wreak vengeance with me. 


! (i) The charge of intimacy with Smt. Jaswant Kaur is outcome of her disobeying 
to illegal order of S nt. Parkash Wati todo forced labour as mentioned in para No. | 
Above. All above persons have tried to defame me. Moreover, my wife is more pretty tha n 
Jaswant Kaur and I am father of four children. My first girl is of 10 years of age. I nave 
full twelve years’ blotless service at my credit. During this period 1 served so many 
Places in Pepsu and Punjab. Itis notoutof placeto mention that at tne age of 26 years 
1 had been the full incharge of Dai Centre which was also a Hostel forthe fully-grown 

up girls for about three years at Faridkot. Twenty one young girls were getting train- 
ing there and I gavea full proof of my good conduct. The alleged story of love affairs

| (ii) Inever visited the house of Smt. Jaswant Kaur. Once Shri B. N. Datar, 
Deputy Home Minister, Government of India, paid a visit to the Colony. At that time I 
visited each anl every quarter including that of Smt. Jaswant Kaur. Again I went to the 
colony with tne D. M. (Local-Self Government) and the Deputy Director when they 
visited Bhaure Colony.lnever called nerto my office. The question of her stay at night 
there does notariseas the office generally closesat Government timings. Everything 
has been manipulated by Smt. Parkash Wati only to take revenge with me, asl got 
vacated the Community Centre building whereshe was putting up since shejoined. 


(iii) Inever visited the Bhaure Colony since Smt. Parkash Wati joine d here except 
with the Hon'ble D. M. (L.S.G.) and tne Deputy Director. Even I do not know the situation 
of the room or house rented by her. I never contacted the owner of the house nor I 
know him. This allegation is quite baseless. If she fell in dispute with other ladies 
or persons it does not mean that I got her ejected.

Tne office bearers of the Colony who have not yet 
constructed the remaining houses of the Colony are also responsible for the alleged party

the places even a year ago. Ihad relations with them as my own sisters. Itis very easa 
to level such like allegations against any one on earth but there must be some thing to

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Tnealleged allegations are nothing but fabricated story proposed by the persons 
who bear ill will with me duetothsfacts mentioned earlier. 


I, therefore, request that the complaint is quite false, frivolous, The complainants

BoMB EXPLOSION CASE IN JAIN TEMPLE, PATTI TOWN, DISTRICT AMRITSAR

(d) No. The outer cover of the parcel containing the report, which was 
in another sealed cover, as also the record of the proceedings relating to the 
enquiry which was in 2 sealed cover, was, however, found in a torn condition. 
The inner cover eontaining the report was, in tact. 

(e) Yes, on 12th October, 1962, by the District and Sessions Judge. A 
copy of the reply received by him from the postal authorities is given below. 

(f) Yes, necessary action against the doctors whose action was criticised 
by the Commission of Enquiry in the report is being taken by the Health 
Department. 
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Conclusions of the report of the Commission of Inquiry, appointed to inquire into the circum- 
stances which lead to the explosion on 2nd September, 1962, within the precincts of Jain 
Mandir at Patti, district Amritsar 


(1) The explosion, which was a governi one, took place at about 8.00 a.m. on 2nd 
September, 1962, in the central compartment while the windows of the L-shaped room were 
lying closed and the snutcers of the said compartment were also probably in the same 
condition. It is not established that the bomb had been lying in the compartment, since 


1947 or for any definite period preceding the explosion. It is also not established that the 
compartment had been lying locked. 


(2) There is nothing to show, and it appears extremely improbable, that the bomb was 
a time-bomb. 


(3) It is not established that the relations between S. Hardip Singh and the Jain Baradari 
were strained or that they were strained to such an extent that S. Hardip Singh would cause 
a powerful bomb to be exploded in the Jain temple in order to demoralise th? Jains. 


(4) Gura Singh (C.W. 6) is not proved to have had anything to do with the explosion 
nor is there any material on the record to indicate the identity of any particular peeron who 
may have been responsible for placing the bomb in the central compartment. From the 
evidence available, it is not possible even to say whether it was one of the regular visitors 


to the temple or an outsider who had planted the bomb, or as to how and by whom the bomb 
was exploded. 


(5) Kashmiri Lal died from extensive burns sustained by him as a result of the ex- 
plosion which occurred while he was in the L-shaped room at about 8.00 a.m. on 2nd 
September, 1962. If proper medical treatment had been made available to him at once 
there were some chances, though meagre, of his recovery. Such treatment was afforded 


to him after delay of about five hours and this delay, which must be viewed as one of the 
factors contributing to his death, was occasioned because:— 


(a) the Civil Hospital at Patti had been without a qualified doctor for a few months, 
so that Kashmiri Lal had to be removed to the V. J. Hospital at Amritsar; and 


(b) Kashmiri Lal was not admitted to the V. J. Hospital at 10.30 a.m., i.e. as ‘soon as 
he was brought thereto, but was referred by Dr. Harbans Singh (C.W. 5) to 


the Civil Surgeon for medico-legal examination with the result that his admission 
to the hospital materialised only at 1.30 p.m. 


Dr. Harbans Singh (C.W. 5) was negligent in the performance of his duties, but from 
the evidence on record it is not made out that Dr. Kuldip Singh Bindra (S.W. 6) was also 
to blame for the delay.

. to this office on 10th October, 1962 for delivery to the sender which was delivered on. 11th 


October, 1962. I assure you Sir that no foul play has been played by the Post Office in its 
service and the damage to the article during transit was accidental as it was not securly 
packed, The inconvenience caused to you is deeply regretted.

The matter regarding the procedure to be followed to govern transfers in the Education 
Department has been actively engaging the attention of the Department, for somtime ` past. 
Pending detailed instructions which will issue later, it has been decided that the following 
time-schedule for the entertainment of transfers applications and issue of transfer orders 
s hould be rigidly enforced at the Directorate and in the Divisional/District offices :— 


(a) ( Trans fer applications—No application is to be entertained after the 1st Febru- 
ary, by any District Inspector/Inspectress of schools, after the 7th February,by 
the Divisional Officers and after 15th February, by the Directorate. — — 


The Officer recommending the transfer should forward transfer applications to the 
next higher authority only after careful scrutiny. Disciplinary action will be 
taken in cases where it is found that the transfer application was sent to the 
higher level without proper examination, 


(ii) Applications for the transfer of wives of Military personnel.—Normally the appli- 
cations forthe transfer of wives of military personnel should await considera 
tion at the time of general transfers but where the military officers/otficials had 

either been killed or taken prisoner, the requests should be accommodated after 
the observance of usual farmalities. However, interim replies must be given in all 
cases, 


(b) Transfer orders.—The transfer orders must be issued by the following dates at 
various levels :-— 2 


(1) Directorate ^... Ist April. 
(2) Divisional level —., 10th April `

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All transfers must be implemented by the 30th April at the latest. 


The Chief Minister has, however desired that the transfers in the Education Desde 
ment should be effected only under special circumstances and these too, after checking up 
the performance of the teachers concerned.

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(iii) Service ín 'C” class station necessary before promotion .—Before one is promoted 
from a lower to a higher grade, it should be made obligatory upon him/her to 
y put in three years service in a ‘C’ class station.

not put in three years in a ‘© class station, they should be made to do so, after 
N — promotion otherwise their promotions will be held in abeyance, In the case

Il. Principles regarding transfers.—(i) The transfers should be reduced to the minimum 
and cases should be considered strictly on merit. 


(ii) No mamber of the ministerial staff should be allowed to hold any particular assign. 
ment fora period exceeding two years. However, after the completion of three years’ stay 
at anyonestation he/she must besniftedto some other station. 


dL. (iii) the posting of husband and wife should expressly be subject to feasibility and 
a"ministrative convenience. 


(iv) The District Education Officers should consulttne Chairman ofthe Zila Parishads 
in making transfers of teachers, masters/mistresses.

" A (v) In case, too many transfers are coatemplated from an educational institution 
at onetime, the transfers may be staggered over a period of two years. In case the number 
exceeded 1/3rd, the process of transfers may be staggered over 3 years. 


IH. Filling up of vacancies.—(i) The vacancies of headmasters/headmistresses occur- 
ring atbigstations or in big schools during mid-term should be filled by transfer of ex- 
perienced headmasters/headmistresses and not by masters / mistresses . who are promoted 
as such by virtue of their seniority etc. It has been observed thatinthe case of mid-term 

s promotion very big stations went to new promotees whereas eXperienced headmasters 
continue to work in small out-of the way stations. The inspecting officers will, therefore 
anticipate the mid-term vacancies of headmasters/headmistresses and communicate 
them to the Directorate so that necessary steps are taken to fill up all posts of headmasters/ 
headmistresses at big stations/schools during general transfers. 


(ii) No post of headmaster/headmistress should be allowed to remain vacant even for 
the shortest period, The Inspecting Officers will communicate the vacancies to the 
D irectorate as soon as they occur so thatimmediate steps are taken to put the bodies in 
Position.

General preventive measures adopted at the Farm 
lessened the virulency of the disease during 1960-61 and mortality showed 
decline. The mortality rate registered further decline when attention 
was paid to body resistence by raising level of nutrition.

May I refer to the conversation we had yesterday, when you very kindly — granted 
me an interview. In connection with the house that you graciously promised to give and 
Anis for our marriages, I submit below some points for your sympathetic consideration;

(a) The house at Dehra Dun and Mussorie are in the possession of a family who 
will not give them up without a fight that could go on for years.

I therefore, beg of you to order that we are granted an adequate sum of money forth 
with to enable us to buy or build a suitable house for ourselves in Delhi so that our 
great distress is relieved without further delay and we can settle down. 


(2) Regarding marriage grants.—l beg that you would very kindly reconsider’ 
the matter and grant us amounts more befitting your generosity and the requirements 
ofour status.

SURVEY OF STATE por EYE DISEASES k

Dr. Gopi Chand Bhargava : (a) Survey and treatment programme, for 
the control of Trachoma which is the major cause of blindness, is in operation 
in the State since November, 1958. In Gharuan Block in Patiala District 
4,969 cases of Trachoma were detected from out of the total student population 
of 6,095 covered by the survey . The incidence of the disease being 89.2. 
The work is at present in progress in Bhadson Block covering a population of 
50,000. 

A district-wise random sample survey of the State has also been carried 
out by examining 15,669 persons in 146 villages. Theincidence of the disease 

in the rural population of ihe State (except. Kangra District) is 79.1 per cent 
irrespective of age and sex and 18.2 per cent of the population is estimated 
to be suffering from active diseases. 

(b) Trachoma Control Pilot Project is in operation in the State since 
November, 1958. A sum of rupees three lacs has been allocated for the 
Gontrol of Trachoma during the year 1963-64 under the Third Five-Year Plan. 
Fifteen field Units are proposed to be raised with effect from Ist November, 
1963. Ambala and Patiala Districts will be covered on mass scale.

2. Ithas been decided to give following concession to Bajwara lessees :— 


(i) To allow plots to them at 75 per cent of the highest prices fetched by like, plots, 
at the last auctions ; 


(ii) To allow them to pay the price of structures in equated annual instalments. 


As regards the price of structures, it is considered that there is no justification for 
selling the structures at the actual cost. Besides the actual cost, you should also take into 
account departmental Charges and appreciation charges, as was done in the case of sale of 
200 houses to the P & T Department. The prices so fixed should be made known to this 
office so that the same may be shown to the Finance Department. 


3. The Estate Officer, Capital Project, should now proceed further in the matter 
immediately and invite applications from the original lessees in Bajwara not exceeding 242 in 
number, on the application form enclosed. The major conditions for allotment of sites/ 
built buildings, should be as mentioned in the annexure II with exception of course of the 
conditions mentioned in para 2 above. The persons, who are not eligible for allotment 
of sites at concessional rates under this scheme are listed in annexure III. In case Estate 
Officer, Capital Project, feels that it is absolutely necessary to make any change in the appli- 
cation form, annexure II or III then he should refer the matter to this office with his propo- 
sals giving reasons in detail for approval. 


4. Allthe occupants of temporary sites in Bajwara should now be informed of the 
above decision of Government by individual notice and also by the beat of drum. "Those 
lessees (242 in number) to whom land and built shops are being offered at concessional rat es

Copy of letter No. 198, dated 21st April, 1962, from Shri Sham Singh President, 
Punjab Provincial Rice Merchants Association, Amritsar to the Honourable Home Minister 
Punjab Government, Chandigarh. 


SUBJECT: Export of 2,000 tons Sela Basmati Rice. 
Dear Sir, 


We were granted an interview with your honour on 18th April, 1962, at Chandigarh and 
were asked to submit our casein detail in writing in reference to the above, which we do 
hereby. 

1D The Punjab Government in their letter No. 11978-RPS(P511)-61/53635, dated 26th 
September, 1961, made it quite clear that the Government would accept raw 
Basmati Rice and not Sela Basmati Rice as their 60 per cent levy share and thc 
Trad ers could manufacture Sela Basmati Rice as their 40 per cent Free Sale 
Share to sell in the open market. 


(2) The price of paddy depends upon the procurement price plus the frce sale market 
price in the zone. Ifa trader gets higher price of Rs 8 or Rs 10 by exporting his 
40 per cent share to Bombay or Ahemadabad as compared to a merchant who has 
sellin the zone, how can the latter compete the former in purchasing paddy 
in open bid auction market. There is a margin of more profit by Rs 4,500 to 
Rs 5,000 if a dealer sends one wagon of Basmati Sella Rice out of the zone; so 
much difference upsets equilibrium in trade and is utterly against levy scheme. 


(3) The Rice producing districts i.e. Gurdaspur, Amritsar, Jullundur, Hoshiarpur and 
Ferozepur make one block and paddy moves to a mandi in these districts which 
offers better price. The Government procured 10,000 tons Sella Basmati Rice 
last year from this area and now they have procured this year nearly 8,000 tons 
of raw Basmati Rice as their 60 per cent levy share manufactured from the 
same paddy and the remaining 2,000 tons can also be procured in the same form. 
Thus the ?contention that only Sella Basmati Rice could be manufactured is 
proved false and has been simply made to get permits to earn huge profits. Or 


contention is that 40 per cent share can also be prepared as Raw Basmati 
Rice. 


(4) The contention of Mukerian and Dina Nagar Merchants that only Sella Basmati 
Rice could be manufactured out of paddy known as Ghan Ghahi grown in the 

area is wrong and misleading. Thefact of the matter is that raw Basmatican be 

manufactured with 5 per cent or 10 per cent more breakage but at the same time 

| a dealer purchases the same variety at a lower rate and thus makes up his loss, 
the only sufferer is agriculturist who receives less price by bringing inferior 
type of paddy and it is not the fault of the Government. The other aspect of the 
matter is that sufficient quantity of Phandai paddy is also grownin that area 
which is quite good for manufacturing raw Basmati rice. It is to be noted that 
pirce of paddy is not fixed according to the levy scheme and the trader has been 
given the choice of manufacturing sella Basmati as his 40 per cent share and sell 
the same in the zone vide letter mentioned above. 


(5) The contention of the above mentioned merchants that there were some factories 
lying idle in their towns on account of stopping purchase sela Basmati rice by the 
Government is correct. But these are huller factories which the Government has 
seized to recognise or encourage as Rice manufacturing machines, as the 
same are worthless as compared to Sheller machines. It is not the fault of the 
Government that such mills have been placed at a disadvantage. This is the one 

cause why ¿he procuremen: has been less in that area. 


(6) One important point is that why Government of India had refused to procure 
Sell a Basmati rice while the same is greatly popular in Punjab and other zones of 
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India. There can only be one understandable reason that the Government of 
India could not sell this rice supplied by Mukerian and Dina Nagar merchants 
at their depots as the same was not acceptable tothe consumer or public. 
We learn from a reliable authority that the Government of India has huge stocks 
of such Sela Basmatilyingunsold in their Godowns. Ifthisisthe case the 
Punjab Government should not reward the inefficient dealers who prepare such 
unacceptable rice. If there is any other reason the Punjab Government should 
have made representation to the Central Government to procure Sella Basmati 
Rice; otherwise assess the loss suffered by dealers and compensate them accordin- 
gly. The Government should not disturb smooth working of rice levy scheme and 


LJ 


upset it by issuing permits and embarrass the whole trade. 


(7) The merchants of Dina Nagar and Mukerian have not made any attempet to 
persuade the Government of India to get their Sell a rice lifted as they were not 
keen about it. But they began to run after obtaining permit for exports. The 
reason is clear that they did not want to serve the country by manufacturing de- 
sired quality of sella basmati rice, but their motive was to earn huge profits by 
exporting goods outside the zone. 


(8) The merchants of Dina Nagar and Mukerian wnile pursuing for permits in the 
beginning of the season, were pregnant with the idea of obtaining permits from 
the Government and they were naturally hopeful by the sympathetic treatment 
meted to them by the department and thus continuously were in a position to 
raise prices of paddy economically. 


(9) The merchants of Dina Nagar and Mukerian began to make separaterepresentation 
to the Punjab Government early in November, 1961,wihourtne knowledge of 
the parent body, the Punjab Provincial Rice Mercnants Association and kept it 
a closed and guarded secret. They have now been abletoconvince the rest of 
trade the justification and righteousness of their case uptil now, though they 
were invited three times tO do the same in the meetings of the Executive Com- 
mittee the Punjab Provincial Merchants Association at Ámritsar and Jullundur. 
They have not even complied with your esteemed order given to them in the meet- 
ing held on 10th April, at Chandigarh to reach an agreement with the 

Association. 


(10) The Rica Marchants all over Punjab are greatly disturbed and agitated over the NT 
. decision of the Punjab Government on issue of permits to certain Rice Dealers | 
although thay have been fully co-operating with the Government in working of 
all rice schemes promulgated from time to time; but have been ignored this time . 


(11) The decision of issuing permits is unjust, unfair, most discrimintoary and is very 
harmful to the general trade. Itisa bad precedent and not commendable in 
principle as it contravenes the rice levy scheme promulgated by the Govern- 

ment.

W » request the same be reversed and orders be issued not to issue permits for export. 
Tne Government may acquire the ready Sela Rice and sellit by auction in the open market 
for export or distribute 2,000 tons quota for export as intimated by the Provincial Rice 

Merchants Association.

Dear Sir, 


We understand that the Punjab Government is issuing export permits for rice Sela 
Basmati to the rice dealers of the Punjab, those who supplied Sela  Basmati in 1960-61, to 
the Government, against their 40 per cent share. We, therefore, request you to kindly 
grant us an export permit of Rice Sela Basmati against our 40 percent share. The 
Faces in support of our request are given below: 


(1) Government started procurement of rice in the year 1957 and in that year we sup - 
plted 25 wagons to the Government. 


(2) We prepared Sela superior and made an offer to the District Food and Supplies 
Controller, Karnal, in 1957, and we were asked to wait for specifications and the 
rates. Inearly February 1958 our stocks of rice Sela were acquired by the 
Punjab Govrnment, but they did not take the delivery due to the reason that this 
contained more than 5 per cent damaged grains and we were asked to give the 


substitute variety of rice superior in lieu of that acquired stcck, which we sifr- 
lied accordingly. 


3. Againon 9th May, 1958 the Punjab Government acquired our Sela rice 
3045 maunds vide their No. Acc! TAR/20T. We then requested the District Food 
Controller to please take delivery of the said stocks but he declined to do so giving the 
reason that Sela rice contained more demaged grains and was above specifications and 
the matter was referred to you. You very kindly released the acquired stocks of Sela 
vide your Nos. K2/&N 2/156 ani RR/KNL/216, dated 2nd 4th/ May, 1958 respectively,

and adi by boile: (machine). We again tried to dalivar Sela rice to the Government 
in 1333, 1959 and 1960 as well, but these stocks were not accepted by the Laboratory 
Incharg:, Karnal, giving the same reasons as mentioned above. 


5. Selarice supplied to the Government by the other dealers ofthe Punjab was 
prepared by the boilers and not by the sand fry system. We have no other way except to 
make the stock of unmatured pailly, which contain much more broken grains than the 
usual On2s. While making Sela through cottage industry by sand fry system the rice gets 
blackish spots due to fry and which are taken as damaged, discoloured etc., by the 
Laboratory Incharge, The resultis that we were deprived to give deliveries of Sela 
rice to the Government and we had to supply raw rice to the Government in exchange 
of our supply we hadtotake Sela rice as our 40 per cent share. 


6. This year we supplied 25 wagons of raw rice to the Government as 60 percent 
levy share (15 wagons rice Basmati and 10 wagons Begmi rice). 


Under the circumstances explained above it is requested that we may also be 
granted the export permit for the export of Sela Basmati Q. 630.00, which we have got 
in stock against our 40 percent share. The Government is keen to encourage the 
village industry and even the Government is giving subsidies to cottage

Industries. . We hope you will kindly consider this case sympathetically along with those 
who supplied boiler (machine made) Sela to the Government and grant us petmit for 
the export of Sela rice Basmati out of Northern zone,

In order to enable Government to meet the expenditure forthe establishment of Pun- 
jabi and Kurukshetra Universitiesinthe State,it was found necessary to augment State 
revenues. One ofthe steps taken in this direction is the imposition of Additional Sur- 
charge on land revenue. Forthis purposethe Punjab Land Revenue (Additional Sur- 
charge) Act, 1960 (Punjab Act No. 38 of 1960)—copy enclosed— has been passed and pub- 
lished in the Punjab Government Gazatte Extraor dinary) Legislative Supplement of 


the9th December, 1960, The salient features ofthis Actare explained in the succeeding 
paragraphs. 


2. Sections 1 to 3.—This Act comesinto force in the whole of the State and will be” 
Operative forthe Kharif and Rabi harvests ofthe Agricultural Year, 1961-62 only as se” 
parately notified vide No. 1192-SM(IV)-61/924, dated 28th March, 1961. Every land 
owner who paysland revenue is liable to pay the additional surcharge thereon atthe rate of 
fifty per centum ofthe land revenue excluding the special assessment, surcharge and spe - 
cial charge, payable by him under the Punjab Land Revenue (Special Assessment) Act, 
1956, the Punjab Land Revenue (Surcharge) Act, 1954 and the Punjab Land Revenue 

: (Special Charges) Act, 1958. respectively. 


3. Section 4.—The Additional Surcharge willbe recovered from the landowners 
as land revenue, i.e. it willbe recoverable alongwith theinstalment of ordinaryland re- 
venue and its arrears as arrears of land revenue. 


4. Section 5.—Forthe purpose of payment of Special Charge under the provisions 
ofthe Punjab Land Revenue (Special Charges), Act. 1958, the additionalsurcharge shall 
not be taken into consideration in calculating the Land Revenue under that Act. 


5. For the purpose of payment of surcharge under the provisions of the Punjab Land 
Revenue (Surcharge) Act, 1954, the Additional Surcharge shallnot be taken into con- 
sideration in calculating theland revenue under that Act.

DEAR SIR, 


Once again I enjoy an opportunity to enclose herewith a copy of your D.O., dated 20th 
October, 1959, in which you were good enough to assure for suitable measures against the 
Satta Dara gamblers and particularly Kuki, the notorious one in Karnal. I have no hesita- 
tion in saying that a few in your good books have been patronising him. If you shall make 
the enquiries from me, I shall advance the proof which shall convince you. 


At this stage, I am to point you that in one case Kuki was convicted from the lower 
Court and the conviction in the form of fine was upheld in the High Court. In this case 
none of the witnesses has either been given any certificate or awarded any cash prize whereas 
in the previous case where two witnesses had declined or were dissuaded by the accused as 
mentioned in your D.O. (copy enclosed) were awarded with depots. This clearly means 
that if any witness declines, he is richly compensated and where the witnesses appear as 
prosecution witnesses and the accused are convicted, no one issues any certificate to the - 
witnesses, Will it not naturally discourage the witnesses ? May I know the version of the 
Government. Whosoever comes across with such details, he cannot refrain to curse the 
Government. At least I do not appreciate this attitude of the Government. But may I 
know, why it is so ? It is all because of patronage towards certain who further patronise 
Kuki and others. If you will ask me the details, I shall supply you. They earn money 
but you earn bad name. Why are you anxious for that, simply because of a prejudice against 
me. After all when I criticise, I do quote instances. A very nominal number proves to be 
incorrect. Now you must have received an application from Shri Mani Ram, who appeared 
as prosecution witness against Kuki and against Bannu Ram, Municipal Commissioner, 
who both have been convicted by courts in Satta Gambling. Instead of any certificate or 
cash award, he is being threatened. How these Satta Gamblers can dare to threaten unless 
they are under patronage of a certain powerful element who is being patronised by you. 
If you will say that your name is being exploited without your knowledge, I shall agree to 
that, but say you must and take not only precautions for future but tangible steps which 
may ensure an improvement. 


Superintendent, Police, Karnal, is new, with no experience and immature and is under 
the harassment by the above-said element who is out to exploit your name with or without 
your knowledge. Will you permit them to continue to exploit your name. Is it in your 
knowedge that Poice officials are threatened, if not, explore it and check it ? I donot 
mind the grant of coal depots, Bhatta Licenses and open black of coal, turning rich over 
night, but certainly I mind the deterioration of the administration. Please permit me to 
urge strongly for the improvement of the administration and I would liketo hearand guided 
by you within the least possible time, Will you kindly ? 


I shall feel obliged if I am favoured with an early reply.

Both the above men- 1 
tioned Kukee and Bannu Ram have gangs of “Satta Baz" and they have full 
influence over the officers concerned.

Subject.—Enforcement of prohibition in the Police force. 
Memorandum : 


Instructions have been issued from time to time with a view to curbing the evil of drinking 
in the police force,but unfortunately the response has been poor with the result that comp- 
laints against police in this regard continue to pour in and the reputation ofthe police in this 
respect is not what it should be. Itis obvious that the instructions issued on the subject 
in the past have not been complied with strictly and the supervising officers have not shown 
sufficient zealinenforcingthem. Idraw your attention in this connectionto the instruction 
issued,—vide our circular No. 3250-80-Camp/B, dated 25th March, 1958, 5310-44/B, dated 10th 
May, 1958 and 26553-58/B, dated 12th December, 1960 ( copy enclosed as it was not circu- 
lated previously among all the Heads of police offices), whereby drinking or being drunk 
while on duty or on official premises, drinking while on tour in the illaqa, indulgence in 


immoderate drinking, serving or accepting liquor at official or semi-official functions, etc., 
were strictly prohibited. | 


2. In order to check the evil of indulgence in alcoholic drinks among police officers 
and men, a campaign aimed at its elimination should be launched immediately and the follow- 
ing measures in this regard should be taken :— 


(1) Misdemeanours mentioned below should be considered as departmental mis- 
conduct deserving severe punishment : 


(a) Drinking in public. 


(b) Drinking or being drunk while on duty or in ilaqa on tour or on official pres 
inises, 
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(c) serving or accepting drinks at official or semi-official functions/parties. 
7 (d) Indulgence in immoderate drinking. 


Police-men found guilty of above-mentioned types of misconduct should ordinarily be 
E placed under suspension and departmental proceedings against them completed promptly. 
Very deterrent punishment should be awarded in proved cases of misconduct of this type. 


(ii) The Superintendents of Police and gazetted officers, working in the districts and 
other police units, should pay surprise visits to Police Stations/units, within 
their jurisdictions between 8 p.m. and 12 midnight to ensure compliance with 
these instructions and detect defaulters. Each gazetted officer should make at 
least one such surprise visit every fortnight. These visits can also be utilised for 
other police work by supervising officers. Deputy Inspectors-General of Police 
should ensure that their (surprise visits) are really effective and well-planned. The 
Superintendents of Police should make a mention of these visits and their 

| | results in their weekly diary No.1. 


(iii) While recording remarks in the confidential reports on the working of their sub- 
ordinates, the Deputy Inspectors-General of Police and Superintendents of Police 
should refer particularly to the reputation and habits of officers with regard to 
indulgence in alcoholic drinks. 


(iv) All supervising officers should endeavour to wean their subordinates away from 
| the evil of drinking by personal example, propaganda, lectures, etc. 


3. The Government are very keen that the Police force should rid itself of the evil of 1 
drinking and they are of the view that any further improvement in its conditions of service 
should be made conditional on its giving up consumption of liquor. In pursuance of Arti- 
cle 47 of the Constitution of India which lays down that the States shall endeavour to bring 
about prohibition of the consumption, except for medicinal purposes, of intoxicating drinks, 
Government propose enforcing complete prohibition from 1965 onwards. In these circum- 
stances, it is all the more necessary that the Police Officers and men should prepare themselves 
forit. They will have to play a major role in enforcing prohibition and unless they rid 
themselves of the evil of drinking, they would not be able to perform their duties in this res- 
pect in an effective manner. It is, therefore, directed that the consumption of alcoholic 
drinks by police-men of all ranks should be curbed with a strong hand. The Government ex- 
pect every member of the police force to carefully implement the policy as explained above. 


4. These instructions may be brought to the notice of all officers and men working 
under you.

Apart from Article 47 of the Constitution, which lays down that the State shall endeavour 
to bring about prohibition of the consumption, except for medicinal purposes, of intoxicat- 
ing drinks, the Government have issued instructions from time to time asking Government 
servants to avoid taking alcoholic drinks. Tam in this connection to invite your attention 
to para 3 of the instructions issued with letter No.7991-P-I(S)- 57/19881, dated 18th March, 
1958. Iam to point out, however, that information continues to reach Government that 
these instructions are not being complied with in the spirit that they should be. It is im- 
plicit in the Government instructions that no alcoholic drinks would be served at any official 
or semi-official functions, Will you please take steps to ensure that these instructions are 
strictly complied with by Police Officers in your ranges. li 


2. Itiscustomary that officers going on tour are invited to mzals by 0.fizers visited by 
them in the districts. Such entertainment, which is of a semi-official nature, should be 
considered to be covered by these instructions and no liquor should be permitted to be served 

$ on such occasions. Even the meals served on such occasions should b» on an austerity basis 
and should not be of an extravagant type. If any infringement of these instructions coms 
to your notice, the Gazetted Officers offering alcoholic drinks and accepting them or putting 
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up elabor ate entertainments should please be reported to me. As regards the subordinate 
ranks, y ou should take action yourself. 


3. Instructions were issued by my predecessor in his confidential circular No. 3250-80- 
Camp/B, dated 25th March, 1958, asking you totakevery severe notice of drinking by police 
officers in official premises or in public places. During my recent tours, I have come across 
cases Of persons placed under suspension for heavy drinking in disregard of these instructions. 
lamto emphasise in this connection that, unless we make an example of such officers, this 
evil is not likely to be eliminated. Iam, therefore, to request you to please ensure that very 

condign punishments are awarded to officers and men found guilty of this offence. 


4. Instances have also occurred where the district officers endeavour to put in additional , 
and expe nsive furniture in rest houses for the convenience of touring officers. This ten- 
dency sho» uld be firmly discouraged. There should of course be no question ofany — buntings 
etc., being put up anywhere. 


5. Isuggestthatyou invite the attention of the Superintendents of Police to the instruc- 
tions onthe subject and ask them to see that they are fully complied with. They should also 
be asked to direct their Gazetted Oificers to set an appropriate example themselves to the 
lower police officers in this respect.

“8, Embezzlement.’ 


(a) As per statement of tne Sarpanch the contract for the removal of dead animals for 
1959-60 was given by Ex-Sarpanch to Shri Mehnga Ram for Rs 525 without the approval of 
the Panchcyat. Mehnga Ram paid Rs 300 to Sarpanch which was not accounted for and 
thus embezzled. The balance of Rs 225 was also stated to have been recovered by the Ex- 
Sarpanch but no receipt was issued. The case is brought to the notice of the Director 
of Panchayats for investigation and suitable action. 


lt was further stated that Shri Mehnga Ram was removing the dead animals during the 
year 1960-61 also but the contract was not leased out to nim. Thisis highly objecuon- 
able. Reasonable amount for the removal of dead animals during 1960-61 should be  re- 
covered from Shri Mehnga Ram. 


^ Contract for the yeat 1961-62 should also be leased out. 


(b) The cash book of the Davelopment Department revealed that Rs 160 had been paid 
to the Panchayat on 13/31.3.55 but this amount was not accounted for. Again an expendi- 
ture of Rs 26/13/- was debited twice in the cash book once on 13th February, 1955 and again 
on 29th March, 1955. This means Rs 186/13/- in all were embezzled in these cases. This is 
brought to the notice of the Director of Panchayats. 


(c) Rs 31.62 nP. detailed below were not accounted for in the cash book and balance 
in hand was shown as Rs 584.63 nP. instead of Rs 616.25 nP. This resulted in mis-appro- 
priation of this amount which is brought to the notice of the Director of Panchayats for 
suitable action :—

Sit, MEME 

We, the members of Gram Panchayat, Kaleke, beg most respectfully to lay the following, 
tacts for your kind consideration and necessary action. 

(1) S. Bhagwan Singh, son of S. Ganda Singh was the Sarpanch of village Panchayat, 
Kaleke, and as such was a public servant and responsible for the reception 
collection and disbursement of the Panchayat Funds of Gram Panchayat, Kaleke 
district Amritsar, upto the last Panchayat election.— 

(2) The election of the present Panchayat took place on 30th November, 1960, and 
the Panchayat took oath of office on 21st December, 1960. From that day 
S. Bhagwan Singh, son of S. Ganda Singh, ceased to be the Sarpanch and member 
of the Panchayat and had no authority, or domain over the Panchayat Funds. 

| . But defying all canons of law and rules in this behalf he withdrew Rs 500 

| | from the account of Gram Panchayat, Kaleke, from the Amritsar Central Co- 

y operative Bank on 23rd December, 1960, without any resolution of the Panchayat 

Or competent authority to do so. He has converted this money 
for his Own use and has misappropriated. 
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Js (3) S. Bhagwan Singh, the ex-Sarpanch, has tempered with the record of Panchayat, 
; crazed the entries, fabricated false receipts, made over writings and cuttings and 
has prepared a bogus record with malafide intention to misappropriate and 
embezzle the Panchayat Funds. In order to conceal his misconduct, irr2gulari- 
ties and misappropriations he had been hesitant in handing over the charge 
to the present Panchayat. All persuations and directions of local Panchayat 
staff failed to prevail upon him to band over the charge and it was on the inter- 
vention of our worthy Chief Minister that he reluctantly parted with incomplete 
record of the Gram Panchayat. He is still holding the important part of the 
Panchayat Record, i.e., Cash Book, Register Of Assessment and realisation

Tax, Stock Register and Inspection Registration, etc. á 


The full detail of misappropriationcan only becalculated and brought to light in the 
presence of Cash Book and other Registers which the ex-Sarpanch is withholding. With 
whatever record at our disposal, we have been able to detect misappropriation and embezzle 
ment committed by the ex-Sarpanch amounting to more than Rs 1,500 and un- 
authorised expenditure incurred amounting to more than Rs 3,700. 


Before giving a few examples of the embezzlements, we beg most respectfully to point 
out that the Assistant District Development and Panchayat Officer, Amritsar, Sardar 
Hari Singh is going much out of the way to help Shri Bhagwan Singh, son of S. Ganda 
Singh (ex-Sarpanch) and shield his misconduct, misappropriation and embezzlement for 
the reasons best known to him. S. Hari Singh visited this Panchayat on 8th May, 1961 
and in aroughshod manner tried to convince the village public that nothing has been done 
bad with the Panchayat Funds. He misrepresented the actual facts and concealed the hard 
realities of the case which are self evident in the Panchayat record. We are afraid that the 
interest of the Panchayat will not be safe in the hands of S. Hari Singh, A.D.D.P.O., Amritsar. 


S. Hari Singh had given sanction to the expenditure of Rs 2,877.47 incurred by the 
ex-Sarpanch without the previous sanction of the Panchayat or legal authority. 'Inspite 
of the fact that S. Hari Singh knew it perfectly well that mishandling has been done with 
dishonest intention by the ex-Sarpanch with the Gram Funds he directed him in writing in 
his inspection note on 18th December, 1960 to drain out the funds at the disposal of the ex- 
Sarpanch, before handing over the charge and at the same time he managed to delay the 
transfer of the charge to the present Panchayat for a considerable long period and during this 
period of non-existence of his Panchayat the ex-Sarpanch spent Rs 958.84 all alone when 
not even one Panch was with him and, therefore, this expenditure was thus not 
by legal authority. But Sardar Hari Singh, A.D.P.O., sanctioned it on 9 th January, 1961 
giving reference of Panchayat Rule 42-A which in fact never permits sanction of unauthorised 
expenditure. 


It is, therefore, requested that the enquiry may kindly be ordered to be made by some 
senior officer of this Department or be handed over to the Police. Itis further requested 
that the present enquiry if any pending with S. Hari Singh be withdrawa from him. 


A few examples of misappropr:ations and embezzlements detected so far are as follows :— 


(1) On 29th February, 1960, Panchayat is alleged to have paid Rs 300 to one Shri 
a Amar Nath, Incharge, Bricks Kiln in Rayya (Amritsar),—vide receipt No. 392. 
The counter part of this receipt No. 392 lying with the owner of the Brick Kiln 
tells that they were paid only Rs 100 and not Rs 300 the receipt No. 392 itself is 
clear.

Similarly Rs 150 were paid to the same Brick Kiln on 16th February, 1960,—vide 
receipt No. 369 which was tampered with and the amount was made into 
Rs 282.78 thus embezzling there Rs 132.78 With this bogus amount of Rs 200 
plus Rs 132.78, the Panchayat has shown to have purchased about 11,800 bricks 
and has charged Rs 177 as cartage for these bricks which in fact were never 
purchased. Thus total embezzlement under this head comes to Rs 509.78. 


(2) On 19th November, 1960, Mal Singh, son of S. Kala Singh, was paid Rs 25.00 
and after the payment the receipt No. 33/102 was tampered with, making the 
amount,paid Rs 35 from Rs 25. Thus the Sarpanch has embezzled Rs 10 from 
the Panchayat funds by tampering with the Panchayat Record. Similarly he 
tampered with voucher No. 26/95, dated ist November, 1960 and changed the 
amount of Rs 70 into Rs 75 paid to same Mal Singh.

Whereas the lessor has agreed to let and the lessee has agreed to take the land herein- 


after described and intended to be hereby demised under the terms and subject to the 
conditions hereinafter appearing. 


Now this indenture witnesseth that in pursuance of the above agreement and in con- 
sideration of the premises the parties hereto have agreed and contracted as follows that 


is to say :— 
(1) That the lessor doth hereby demise, lease and grant unto the lessee the fol-

Your finding in the last case of a compromise for the bogus cheque of Rs 200 have put me and 
every one in surprise because I see that only in doubt many are associated with enquiries 
and interrogations but to that established cheat, no one is to question him, simply because 
Shri Yashwant Rai is backing him. [am of the Opinion that if thorough probe is started 
and consideration is not shown many more cases are expected. In the end, I can assure you 
that I am hostile to the ills, undersirabilities and evils of the society and fail to appreciate 
the way in which you have tackled thethings. I wish that rules ánd laws should be our 
guide and notthe personalities, Law does not and should not care for any body.

(3) Many other Miscellaneous purchases from public funds have been either purchased 
at higher rates or not being fully utilized after their purchase.

(2) Construction of effective drainage system ; 

(3) Installation of shallow tubewells ; 

(4) Lining of Irrigation channels ; 

(5) Installation of deep discharge tube-wells ; 

(6) Construction of seepage drains, etc., etc. 

The construction of embankments along rivers to prevent spilling and 
construction of drains to drain off the water quickly and efficiently are pre- 
requisite to any other measures. 

The work on 280 miles length of embankments and 2,250 miles length of 
drains and choes in the first stage has already been carried out. Before launch- 
ing a comprehensive anti-waterlogging plan, it was considered essential 
to observe the results of various methods mentioned above singularly or in 
combination. Therefore, work on six anti-waterlogging pilot schemes was 
started in the State. 

The work on the Anti-waterlogging Pilot Schemes is still in progress and 
the extent of success can be assessed after the work on the anti-waterlogging 
pilot schemes gets completed and the results watched thereafter.

(7) In August, 1958 or so, the Custodian decided to auction the land under our houses 
and around total area being about 41 kanals, Shri Mehr Singh Grewal, a P.C.S. official, 
was interested to get the entire area against claims either in his own name or in the name of 
some relative. 


Hu . He offered Rs 1,400, for the entire area. No one else made a bid. Shri Grewal 
promised the residents of the Abadi that he would not touch any house and would transfer 
the entire land at cost price. 

(8) The bid of Rs 1,400, however, was not accepted and was not finalised. 


(9) We had hoped that the matter would end and the Custodian would give us the 
Jand as we have been residing there for years together. 


(10) Recently, it seems that Shri Grewal has succeeded in getting the 1958 auction |

RELIEF FOR THE DAMAGE DONE TO Crops ESPECIALLY IN VILLAGE 
BARNALA AND AHMEDGARH, TEHSIL MALERKOTIA, DISTRICT SANGRUR 


*3386. Comrade Harnam Singh Chamak : Will the Minister for Revenue 
be pleased to state— 

(a) whether it is a fact that the crops in Barnala and Ahmedgarh in 
Malerkotla Tehsil of district Sangrur were first damaged by heavy 
rains during the last year and thereafter devastated by locust 
swarms ; 

(b) whether it is also a fact that the resown crops were damaged by 
floods and rains and the Rabi crops were damaged by the scarcity 
of rains and whatever remained thereof was destroyed by the 
severe cold ; 

(c) whether any scheme is under the consideration of Government 
to give any relief to the farmers of the areas affected by such 
calamities ; if so, details thereof ? 

Sardar Ajmer Singh : (a) Yes. The crops of tahsils Barnala and Maler- 
kotla were affected by the heavy rains/floods in 95,601 and 134,400 acres of 
area, respectively. 

(b) It is a fact that the resown crops in Barnala tahsil were damaged 
by the floods and rains of 1962. However, no such damage was caused in 
Malerkotla Tahsil. The Rabi crops were not damaged due to scarcity 
cfrains and by severe cold. 

(c) There is no permanent scheme to give relief to the farmers of the 
areas affected by the natural calamities. However, whenever any such 
calamity occurs, Government takes decision forthwith regarding grant of 
relief keeping in view the intensity of the calamity and the magnitude of the 
damage caused by it. The following decisions were taken by Government 
to provide relief to the flood-affected people of 1962 :— 

(i) Free food be given to the flood sufferers for 15 to 20 days in 
seriously affected districts. This concession be extended to a 
further period of 15 days in case of villages where famine condi- 
tions have been created by the floods. 

(ii) Rs 100 as taccavi loans be given for food, seed, fodder without 
interest provided this amount is returned by the loanee within * 
one year of its receipt. If any flood sufferer requires more than 
Rs 100 as taccavi loan he may have this amount with interest 
subject to the maximum of Rs 250,

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(iii) Indigent and disabled persons be given cash grants up to a maxi- 
mum of Rs 30 per individual. This disbursement should be 
made weekly. 

(iv) House repair grants be given according to the following scales :—

If any flood-sufferer required more than 
Rs 100 as Taccavi loan he be given this amount with interest subject 
to a maximum of Rs 250. 

(iii) Indigent and disabled persons be given cash grants upto a maximum

A. careful thought was given to the areas which got flooded because of 
the floods of the year 1962, so as to find out permanent remedial measures, 
to fight the menace once for all. 

It was decided that the pilot sections of the drains already executed 
should be deepened and widened. New drains have also been taken up. 

Budget allocation for the year 1962-63 which was Rs 269.5 lacs was 
accordingly enhanced to Rs 630.26 lacs and work has been taken up on 
emergeat basis. mE

Co-operative Sugar Mills. . . 
It has been noticed in the record that the vehicles of the Mills have been mise 
used and the factory has suffered financially to great extent on this account. In 
number of cases th: vshicles have been mis-used by others by the order of the 
G. M. and in number of cases G. M. had made a gross mis-use of the factory 
vehicles. Few instances are given below, but these are not the only cases but the 

log books are full of such irregularities and mis-use. 

(1) In May, 1959, G. M. on long leave (23 days) and took away with him 
PNK—1337 and used the same through out his leave period. The vehicle during 
this period did not remain in the factory but it remained with G. M. and during 
this whole period Shri Fhoola Singh Driver of PNK— 1337 was shown on out duty. 
This is a clear mis-use of the power and the vehicles as well as mis-use of the 
Driver. 

(2) On 29th December, 1961 at 3-30 P. M.as entered in the Log Book of 
Car PNK—1337 that the Car went from Panipat to Delhi on personal business o 
the G. M. The Log Book of the PNK—6030 shows that this vehicle No. 6030 leftf 
Panipat to Jagadhri at 4 P.M. on 29th December, 1961, on personal business of the 
G. M. It is very strange how G. M. can go at thetime intwo different direc- 

| tions in two different vehicles. It shows clearly that one of the vehicles has 
been used by some body else other than the G. M. The G.M. has got no authority 
to give the vehicles to his relations viz daughter or friends for private use, It is 
clear mis-use of the vehicle. . 

(3) In number of cases the local use ofthe vehicle by G. M. on personal 
account comes to about 40 miles in a day and the factory pays for such local 
journeys. This is highly objectionable and misuse. Local personal use has not 
bezn clearly defined anywhere. As far as we think that only the G. M. can 
use it for his personal use locally and not other, members of his family, Keep- 
ing this thing we could find that the vehicles are being mis-used daily. 

(4) G. M, has not signed in the Log Books against the journeys he under- 
took whether shown as duty or personal. He has also not shown anywhere in 
the Log Book in any case the purpose of the journeys. In every audi' note these 

| objections were raised but the G. M. did notcarefor these objections. Registrar 
| Co-operative Societies, Punjab, also sent D. O. No. SM—II—P(XMQ) 2627—SMA 
| dated the 21st July, 1961, to Mr. Jagbir Sawhney, G. M. inthis connection 
i 
|

but he did not even care forthis D. O. of the Registrar, and the same irregu- 
larities continued and still going on. 
(5) Itis proved From the Log Books of vehicle No. 1103 PNK that on 6th 

i and 7th May, 1962, this vehicle has been used personally by G. M. 
| and went from Panipat to Hardwar, Rishi Kesh but the record of the Mills 
| shows that on 6th and 7th May, 1962, the G. M. was in Panipat and did not 
: go to Hardwar or Rikhi Kesh personally. It means that thejeep was mis- 
i used and mis-appropriated at the instance of the G. M. by any of his 
! relations or friend. Log Books show that during this journey the jeep covered 
| about 342 miles. 
: (6) We have seen that there are orders of the G. M.that nobody can take 

the vehicles out of the factory without his permission. So far proper or impro- 
| per use of the vehicles the G. M. is directly responsible. Log Books of the 
| .« vehicles clearly show that the G. M, allowed the factory vehicles being used by 
i S. D. M. Panipat, tehsildar Panipat, B. D. O. Panipat and othersin the year 
| 1957-58, 1959, 1960, 1961 and 1962 and not for thefactory business. For 
| instance We- quote the following of this Year.

A. Vehicle No. 1103 was used by the S. D. M. Panipat, on 25th January, 1962 from 
| 8 a.m. to 7 p. m.—40 miles. 


B.Vehicle No.1103 was used by S.DM., B.D.O. andTehsildar Panipat on 
11th January, 1962 from 3 p. m. to 8 p. m. 


C. Vehicle No. 1103 was used by S. D. M., Panipat, from 20th February,1962 to 
25th February, 1962, covered 421 miles. 


D. Vehicle PNK. 6030 used by S. D. M. Panipat on 6th February,1962, from 4p.m: 
to 8. p. m. covered 20 Kilo meters. 


Note, —for all these journeys mentioned above the G. M. did not take the sanction 
or approval of the Board of Directors or the Chairman nor these officials 
have paid even a sinele pie to the factory nor the G.M. has ever cared to 
send any bill for these journeys. 


(7) The General Manager has gone to Chandigarh on 31st July, 1962, without any 
factory business and has used factory vehicle No. PNK-1337 in this journey 
It is a clear misuse of the vehicle as on enquiry it was found that the Genera! 
Manager had gone to leave Mr. Khanna to Chandigarh. 


(8) On 31st July, 1962, factory vehicle went to Jullundur and we have noticed it that 
the mill staff wentto Jullundur by train. These employees would certainly 
claim T. A. from the factory for this journey. On account of the G :nsral M inager 
the factory had been burdened extra. These employees could. easily go in 

the factory vehicle and this expenditure could be avoided. 


(9) According to the condition of the service the General Manager should pay for 
| petrol for iourneys which he has performed personally. The record shows 
that the did not deposit any such amount from July to June, 1962. This isa 
clear misuse and also the  mis-appropriation of the money. The General 
Manager has deposited Rs 1,071.70 on 30th June, 1962, for all the three vehicles 

details given below “— 


PNK 1103— Rs 213.12, PNK 1337— Rs 566.28, PNK 6030— Rs 292.30. 


(10) Loz-books of the vehicles clearly show that these irregularities, and misuse 
as mentioned above also had been committed in 1957, 1958, 1959, 1960, 1961 
and 1962. Log-books are full of these irregularities 


(11) The Mills total receipts of fire wood during the year 1959-60, was 5,015 mds 
and 9 srs. and no fire wood was issued during the year. Total receipt of fire- 
wood during the year 1960-61, was 875 mds. and only 40 mds. were issued 
during the year. The stock was checked by us at the spot and it was hardly 
200 mds. There is shortage of more than 5,600/- mds of fire wood in the 
stock, During the enquiry it has revealed that this firewood has been sold by 
General Manager to some brick-kiln contractors for about 15,000/—and no money 
has been deposited in the accounts of the factory regarding this sale. It is a 
clear case of mis appropriation and embezzlement. 


(12) It has been further brought to the notice of this committee that one Shri Mehra, 
a neighbour of Shri Jagbir Sawhney, General Manager, sent his tractor in the 
factory for repairs. This tractor was repaired by the order of the General 
Manager on Mills account by the workers of the mills. Mr. Mehra did not pay 
any thing to the factory for this work. This allegation was on enquiry found 
correct. General Manager has made use of the factory material as well as the 
workers for a friend of his. 


(13) The licence of the factory guns is in the name of the General Manager. The 
licence expired on 17th March, 1960, but the General Manager did not apply 
for the renewal of these licences in March, 1961, and also in March, 1962.It is 
a gross negligence on the part of the General Manager. He has applied for 
renewal in the end of July, 1962. '!tis clear that the factory can be prosecuted 
for this negligence of the General Manager. 


(14) Record shows that the General: Manager has been paying special rewards over time 
in lieu of weekly rests and holidays to the employees of the factory without 
any authority or without Board's sanction. Allsuch payments are unauthorised 
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expenditure and amounts to mis use of power on the part of the General Manager. 
The Senior Auditor objected to such expenditure in the years, 1957, 1958, 1959 
1960, 1961, but the Manager continued to have this unauthorised expendit ure. 
This is a case of gross mis conduct as the General Manager did not care even 
for the objections of the Senior Auditor. 


(15) The General Manager has employed a large number of employees without the 
sanction or the approval of the Board of Directors of the Executive Committee 
during the last year 1961-62. 


Some names are given below :— 


(1) Vijay Kumar, apprentice draftsman, (2) Ravi Raj Suri, (3) Om Parkash, 
Cane Clerk, (4) Jugal Kishore, (5) Charanjit Lal, (6) Balbir Singh in work- 
shop, (7) Sewa Singh, (8) Basakhi, (9) Sham Lal, Store Boy, (10) Nanak 
Chand, Helper, (11) Tilak Raj, (12) Gurdas Ram, (13) Radhe Sham, (14) 
Rama Nand, (15) Dharam Dev Tripathi, (16) Sardari Lal, (17) Hari Chand, 
(18) L. K. Kolli, (19) Om Parkash, M. Clerk, (20) Om Parkash, C.C. Cooli, 
(21) Munshi, (22) Subahash Chand, Apprentice Panman, etc. 


Similarly he had employed about 100 employees during the year 1960-61 without 
Proper authority. 


(16) Some time back some store material was stolen from the factory premises and 
was thrown outside the factory which was later on found in the fields outside 
the factory. It was a very serious thing. The General Manager did not take 
any action against any body nor he got the case registered in the Police Station. 
The General Manager has failed in his duty in making an enquiry in this con- 
nection. Tt is also clear case of burking of offence. 


(17) About three years back a contract was given to S. Bachan Singh, contractor, 
in which about Rs 5,000 was embezzled by the contractor and Balwant Singh, 
Assistant Engineer. The charge was against contractor and S. Balwat Singh both 
S. Balwant Singh was dismissed as a result of the same about on technical grounds 
he has reinstated. As the General Manager did not full fil the formalities in his 
en Juiry as a result of the same the factory had to pay to S. Balwant Singh about 
8,000 rupees, in spite of the fact that after dismissal S. Balwant Singh served as 
Assistant Engineer, in Co-operative Sugar Factory, Ambur, Madras. The 
first wrongly dismissed the said employee and later on failed to inform the court 
the fact of his re-employment at Ambur otnerwise this period according to the 
rules should have been excluded from payment. Due to the improper use of 
Power, carelessness and negligence of the General Manager the factory suffered 
this loss. The said contractor was againgiVencertain contracts even after it, and the 
General Manager did not bring to the notice of the Chairman regarding the mis- 
conduct of this contractor, nor he informed the Board. 


(18) The Committee demanded overtime record but was not given. Some record 
shows that cases of the payment of the special reward were not placed before 
the Board: of Directors for approval or sanction, In 1958 the Senior Auditor 
has raised this objection, but the General Manager did not care for this objection , 
and continued paying a special reward  etc., without the permission of any 

Proper authority. 


(19) In many cases bills are not forthcoming but payment is alleged to have been 
made in those cases. Audit report for the year 1958 on this point as well as the 
Audit reports for the years 1959-60 and 1961 support this charge. 


(20) A. sum of Rs 28,531.38 nP, is shown to have been paid in the accounts but it 
is not known to whom it has been paid, viz. audit report of 1958, under head 
Sundries Liabilities under Item (i)2(1). Itis very strange that such a big amount 
was involved but the General Manager did not careto take any action regarding 
it. ltis a gross neglect of duty. 


(21) According to the report of the Senior Auditor for the year 1954 under sub- 
head sugar caneseed in para 5(b) the Senior Auditor directed that a sum of 

___ Rs 501 be recovered from collectors with interest, and the auditor further demzrd- 
ed that their explanation be called and also wanted that the responsibilities be 
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fixed for this amount, Record shows that the Genera! Manager did not &. 
care up to now to take any action regarding this item. Itis also a neglect of duty. 


(22) In the reports of the year 1958 of the Senior Auditor, the Auditor has directed 
that certain sums of money be recovered but the record shows that the General 
Manager did not take any step to recover the said amount, inspite of the fact 
very big amounts are such involved and the objections were repeated by the Au- 


ditors every year. 


(23) Telephone bills have been checked up. General Manager, before 1st July, 1962, 
did not keep any register of telephone to indicate private or officials, for all 
these long vears there was no register of telephone to indicate private or official 
calls for all these long years. There was no register and so it is very difficult to 
find out which call was private or which was official. On verification one could 
say that there are many calls which could be private, and even for all these the 
factory has made the payment. In audit report of the year 1958, in head XVIL 
profit and loss accounts under such head three telephone expense the Senior 
Auditor had sugg2sted that the telephone register should be maintained but 
in spite of his direction the General Manager did not care to have this register 
though this direction was given in 1958 and was repeated in later years. This 
shows the malafide of the General Manager. 


(24) The General Manager has paid T.A. and D.A. to the employees mostly in all 
cases far in excess, i.e., permissible to them under the rules in the years 1958, 
1959, 1960, 1961 and 1962. 


(25) Vide voucher No. 7264, dated 30th June, 1953, Shri Jag bir Sawhney, General 
Manager, has charged Rs 1,228.27 as incidental charges for 19,682 miles travelled 
in mills cars at 12 pies per mile which is not admissible to him under the rules. 
In spite of audit objection he has been charging this incidental charges and did i 
not refund the same. This is misappropriation. 


(26) Record shows that General Manager has never cared for the compliance of 
audit re»orts of the Senior Auditors. It is very strange that from the year 1957 
todatenocompliance hasbeen madeof the audit reports nor any annotated 
copy prepared for any such year, so far. The very purpose for whic: the audit 
objections and reports are undertaken is thus defeated. Attention to this aspect 
of audit, i.e., compliance was drawn by the Auditors but General Manager did 
never even care for such suggestions or directions. 


(27) A sum of Rs 97,832.14 nP. being the cost of iron and stes! consu msd for construc- 

tion purposes in the years 1956-57 and 1957-58, shown to have been paid but 
the said payment is not supported by original bills. The vouchers are supported 
by hand-made bills and no reliance can be placed on such hand made bills. 
T he General Manager can only explain the circumstances in which this thing 
has been done. Another payment of Rs 86,436.91 nP. to M/s Dewan Chand 
Kaura Mal was in the same year for purchase of iron and steel. But even 
this payment is not supported by original bills but is supported by the hand- 
made bills. Inthesame year iron and steel was purchased from Delhi Registered 
Stock Holder Association, Tata Iron and Steel Company and Bharat Registered 
Stock Holder Association for Rs 27,136.89, Rs 28,045.04 nP. and Rs 43,179.22 nP. 
respectively. All these amounts involved are big one and without original 
bills, there is every apprehension of the misappropriation. 


(28) Rs 23,964.78 nP. has been debited on account of machinery purchased from 
Skoda Private Ltd. in the year, 1956-57. The amount appears to have been paid 
through State Bank of India. The original invoice and the bill in support 
thereof are not forthcoming. 


(29) A large amount in the years 1957-58, 1958-59 shown to have been paid to traders : 
but their bills are not forthcoming. A very big amount is so involved coming 
into many thousand. 


(30) A sum of Rs 4,275.17 nP and Rs 3,231.05 nP. stands recoverable from Shri EUM 
Darbari Lal and Haryana Co-operative Stores Ltd., Sonepat. According to 
the report of the Auditors of the year 1959, Senior Auditor has suggested 
that these amounts be recovered, but no steps have so far been taken by the 
General Manager for the recovery of such big amounts. Similaristhe case of 
amount of Rs 635 standing in the name of Shri Shugan Chand Azad. There are 
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many such amounts which ought to have been recovered by this time but these 
have not so far been recovered. For this negligence of the General Manager 
the factory has suffered a very heavy loss. 


(31) A sum of Rs 137.91 nP. vide voucher No. 1850, dated 31st December, 1958, 
the General Manager has charged towards incidental charges. According 
to the rules he is not entitled to charge incidental charges. In spite of audit 
objections he has not so far refunded this amount and as such misappropriated. 


(32) On going through the personal accounts of the contractors it has been observed 
that they were used to be given advances against commission accrued to them 
from time to time by the General Manager and as a result of such frequent and 
unplanned advances the amount of shortage debited to them subsequently 
could not be recovered. Hence dueto this asum of Rs 7,513.27 nP., Rs 16,508 
and Rs 20,277.05 nP. is outstanding against these contractors of the centre 
for the years 1958, 1959, 1960 and 1961 respectively. No steps have been taken 
so far for the recovery of this big amount by the General Manager. This pay- 
ment has been made by the General Manager and he is responsible for it. 


(32- A)The contract of the canteen which was given to one Major Lekh Raj Singh was 
checked up and it was found that this contract was givenin 1953, No quotations 
and no tenders were invited for this contract, in spite of the fact that there is 
letter on the file, which has demanded from the General Manager on which date 
the quotations of tenders would be called. In the contract there is no order from 
any authority and even from the General Manager. There is no sanction Or 
approval of the Board of Directors. There is no agreement of this contract 
and there is also — no payment inthis behalf and there is also no approval 
This whole affair shows how things are going on and have been going on. 


(33) This committee demanded many a time the Gate Register for the months of 

September, October and November of the year 1958. In one complaint of 

stores and others was taken out from the factory for the personal use of the General 

Manager and Mauji Ram, Chokidar, had made necessary entries in the register 

to this effect. Our doubts and suspicions are confirmed for non-supply of the 

Gate Registers, we are of the confirmed opinion that store material has been 
taken out and embezzled. 


(34) Log-book of the truck from 1st July, 1957 to 31st December, 1957 are also not 
available. It shows that this truck was misused during this period. 


(35) For the negligence of the General Manager, the factory has suffered a loss of 
Rs 85,000 on account of the rebate not paid to us as the General Manager did 
not supply the returns to the Excise Department in time. 


(36) Giving a contract system is absolutely wrong, adopted by the General Manager 

before March, 1962. There is no tender register, no quotation register in most 

of the contracts no quotations, no tenders have been called in the years 1957 to 

1961.The system of purchase of the stores is also wrong. The Auditors have written 

in their audit report that purchase of stores system is defective. In spite of it 

the General Manager did not care to improve it. The Registrar issued instruc- 

tions and directions regarding the purchase of stores, vide Memo No. 3085- 

ADA-2/RCS-SM-III-17/20711, SMA/RCS, dated 27th November, 1959, but 

the General Manager did not care for these directions and carried on in his own 
way, though the directions were made in 1959. 


(37) The condition of stores accounts cane accounts, and General accounts is highly 
BD and my this view is supported by Audit Reports of the years 1957 
to á 


(38) The stationery which have been purchased last years is without guotations and 
without tenders and no sanction for the purchase has been obtained from the 
proper authorities. 


(39) There is also complaint against the General Manager that he has purchased 
some land in Krishanpura and has installed a tube-well therein. The allegation 
that is thetube-wellis of the factory. This fact may be verified and investigated. 
Itisalso alleged that the bricks used in the Kothi at Krishanpura are from the 
factory, this may also be enquired into. 


mm 
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(40) In the end we wish to give you a timely warning to the Chairman and the Board 
of Directors that the General Manager would useall delaying tactics and 
obstructive methods in the running of the factory during the coming season 
of 1962-63. The Chairman and Board should be wide awake about the manoe- 
uvres which callsfor all members vigilance in this behalf. Vigilance Committee 
has fully gone into this matter and then bring this fact to the notice of the Chair- 
man and the Board of Directors. Records show that the General Manager has 
been complaining to the higher authorities directly against certain committees 
constituted by the Board of Directors also against certain Directors. This 
is against discipline. He should first bring such things to the notice of the 
Chairman and then to the notice of the Board of Directors. 


This Committee recommends to the Board of Directors through the Chairman that 
a charge sheet be given to General Manager and an enquiry be held by the 
Chairman, the Registrar, and Vice-Chairman or Secretary. 


Second set of charges served on Shri Jagbir Sawhney, General Manager, Panipat Co-operative 
Sugar Mills on 18th November, 1962. 


1. The Committee also checked chain carrier contract of unloading of cane for the 
year 1961-52, and found that no sanction or approval of the Board was taken so far in this 


behalf. It is case of serious and gross negligence as well as misuse of powers on the part 
of the General Manager. 


2. General Manager generally remains out from factory. There is no record to show 
oh which day he was in Mills and on which day he was on out duty or on leave. He has been 
going out even without permission of the Chairman. 


3. Truck of the Mill has been misused and the General Manager has failed in his duty 
to check the same, Some articles of stores Were sent on loan 3/4 years back but the General 


Manager is so careless that he did not take any step for the return of these articles or their i 
market price. 


(a) On 24th July, 1957, 800 empty bags were sent out through the mills truck but 
these have not so far been returued back nor any action taken by the General za 
Manager for their return or for recovery of the market price. l 


(b) On 12th August, 1957, 100 ballies were sent to Kutail by mills truck but General 


Manager has failed to collect these ballies or their price or to chargefor use 
of the mills truck. | 


(c) On 4th October, 1957, the mills truck was allowed by the General Manager to 
be used not for tne factory purpose and no payment has been deposited to the 
mills account. General Manager is responsible for it. For this journey the 
truck covered 105 miles. Even the factory paid for the petrol, etc. etc. 


(d) On 4th October, 1957, cement was sent on loan to Kutail from factory. No pay- 


ment for the same has been deposited to the factory accounts. General Manager 
is responsible for it. 


(e) On 8th October, 1957, cement was again sent from the factory to Kutail. No pay- 
ment for cement or for use of mills truck was recovered by the General Manager. 


(f) On 10th May, 1957, the mills truck went to Kutali no purpose shown. 


(g) On 10tn June, 1957, Khalasis of the mills were sent to Kutail farm. The Mills had 


no business. This is a clear misuse of power for sending Khalasis and truck for 
private use. No payment recovered from them. 


(h) On 16th June, 1957, the General Manager allowed the use of the mills truck as 
well as Mills Khalasis by the Kutail farm authorities. No payment has been 


deposited to the factory accounts for both. Nor any proceedings or correspondence 1 
made forthe recovery. 


(i) On 18th July, 1957, 460 bags of cement were sent to Kutail. Record does not show dis 


to whom these were sent. No payment for the cement and for the use of the truck 
deposited to the accounts of the mills.

(j) On 7th January, 1957, the mills truck was misused and was sent to Delhi, not for 
the factory business and covered 148 miles. For this use no amount has 
been recovered. 


(k) On 4th February, 1957, mills truck was used by General Manager for carrying 
bricks to his house. He has not made any payment so far for this use. 


(1) The record of the mills show that many articles were given on loan but not collected 
so far nor any correspondence made. 


(m) Log-book of the years 1957-58, 1959, 1960, 1961 and 1962 were full of such misuse. 


(n) Shri V.B. Banks is living in mills residential quarters for the last more than one 
year and he has not paid any rent to the mills. General Manager has not taken any 
step for the recovery of the rent. 


(o) Naraina Co-operative Multipurpose Society Ltd. Naraina,funotioned as purchasing 
agent in the crushing season of 1959-60. This Society worked as such agent 
at Phusgarh Nagla Farm and Kunjpura centres. There wasa shortage of 3,355 
mds. ofsuger cane. There was also a shortage of 1764 maunds in season 1957- 
58. According to the terms of agreement the entire shorgage was to be borne by 

the purchasing agents. Inspite of this fact this loss allowed and full payment was 
made to this society. Similar are the cases of the payment to purchasing agents of 
Hathwala and Chaura Centres in the seasons 1959-60. The board has not given 
any sanction or approvalor these payment. TneGeneral Manager has made these 
paymenis and heisresponsible. The big amount as such involved and this 
amount should be recovered from the General Manager as this lossis due to 
the negligence of the General Manager. 


(p) For the negligence of the General Manager the factory has suffered a loss of 
interest of two years on the amount of Rs 1,86,000 on account of the rebate 
payable, though the management sent there turns in time but for the recovery and 


withdrawl of the amount no proceedings were done for the last two years. Itis a 
gross negligence. 


(q) It has come to the notice of this Committee, that original summaries of the pay- 
ment of sugar cane purchased by one of the cashier in the season 1960-61, of 
Rs 10,002 are not available. Duplicate summary relating to the same has been 
replaced. General Manager has been sleeping over this matter for such a long | 
period though very huge amount is involved. 


(r) It has come to the notice of this Committee thatthe factory is paying house rent 
to the staff of the Senior Auditor. There is nc sanction of the Board of Directors 
nor any approval in this behalf. This is an unauthorised expenditure. General 
Manager is responsible and it has been done by him with a view to win over 
this staff. It is highly objectionable and undersirable. 


(s) It has been noticed that Shri Ram Rakha Talwar and Shri Dina Nath, Shri D.N. 
Chada. etc etc. were deputed on sorting out the unpaid purchies for tne season 
1959-60 but they did not do it. The GeneralManager instead of taking any action 
NM them gave a huge amouht of special reward fromthe funds of tne sugar 

Milis. 

(t) It has been noticed tnat the accounts of the mills [nave not been written in the 
relevant books for tne last few months and as such the accounts of the mills are 
lying in arrears, It is very serious matter. G.M. has failed io takeany step 
regaring such an important item, 


(u) It nas come to the notice of tuis Committee that the furnitue ofthe mills was 
givenforapublic meeting out sidethesugarmillsbytne General Manager with 
the permission of tne proper authority nor he charged any rent for such. In 

that meeting the Directors and the Management were maliciously criticised. One 
Or two of tne speakers even abused tne Directores. Tne General Manager has 


actively participatedin that meeting and also joined in thetea party. It amounts 
to indiscipline. 


(v) We haveexamined all the log-books of vehicles of the Mills and found that the 
rules framed by the Board were not observed. Itis clearly laid down in the rules 
that no factory vehicles wouldleavethe factory premises without written 
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parchi issued by the General Manager or Chairman. This ruleis not being 
Observed. Tne misuse of the vehicles is still going on. The purpose of the journey 
is still not shown in the log-book as desired by the rules. Checking by the 
Director is not allowed by the General Manager. Thelocal personal use is 
still going on as previously inspite of the rules. The General Manager has not 
signed tne log-book in token of the use of the vehicles. The columns of thelog- 
book are neither kept not completed as provided under tne rules. The General 
Manager as such nas flouted the decision of the Board of the Directors. 


(w) Lot of material was supplied to various contractors at the centres but the same 
material was not returned to the factory. The value of this material comes toa 
very huge amount, The General Manager had made paymets to these contractors 
inspite of the fact that no clearance chit was issued from the store. It is a gross 
irregularity ana the factory has suffered a huge loss on account of it. 


(x) Itis noted and examined that all sorts of contracts in the season of 1960-61 and 
1961-62 were not sanctioned and approved by the Board of Directors. The 


same case is with regards store purchase and other material. It is highly 
illegal and abuse of power on the part of the General Manager.

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38 Nos.— In this contractit has been agreed that the Company shall carge Rs 310 per 
annum for weighbridge and the yearly amount to Rs 11,780. This contract was 
for three years, in the first instance and renewable for furner years by notice 
as well as it could be cancelled by any party by 6 months notice. Asa result of 
the same this contract was cancelled on 15th May, 1961 vide letter No.1828 
from the General Manager. This contract was again renewed on 14tn October 
1961 ontne same terms. No quotations and no tenders were called for tnis 
contract before this contract was made, not any sanction or approval of the 
Board of Directors is forth coming for this contract. Itis very strange that for 
such a big contract the Board was never taken into confidence. The action 
of the managemet is arbitrary. It involves an amount of Rs 58,900 and other 
labour and coolie charges for all these years. 


Even at the time of the cancellation the approval of Board was not taken. When 
in October, 1961, the contract was renewed no quotations and no tenders were 
called from any firm, nor the approval of the Board was taken. Thisis highly 
objectionable as the expenditure is unautnorisea, Under the circumstances 
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we fesl that no reliance can be placed on tne genuineness of the rate of contract, 
We feel that the Factory has been un-necessarily burdened with this h uge amount 
witn reasons best known to the managenent as tnis work could be done 
departmentally on a very small amount. We feel that it is very serious 
matter which shows that such a huge amount has been spent carelessly, 
negligently and irregularly.

As tne Vice Chairman was not even competent to 
dd the vehicle to be taken out, I do nottnink any permission could nave been given by 

im. 
Mr. Khosla is of the opinion that it has not been possible to ascertain at this stage as to 
whether on the relevant date, the Vice-chairman was competent to give sucn permission. 


Generally we feel tnat the act of the General Manager is irregular. 


2. Mr. Khosla is of the opinion that there are extenuating circumstances on acc ount 
ofthe deatn ofthe General Manager's brother though technically he should nothave 
done that way without bringing the matter to the notice of tne Board. 


3,4, and 5. Linge on the interpretation of the word “personal 
use,” we feel that these words should not be interpreted in the sense 
in which the General Manager has done. The words personal use should not pertain te 
family members but strictly according to dictionary meaning "pertaining to one 

erson’’. If tneinterpretation by the General Manager was to be accepted, this is bound 
to lead the venicles being used indiscriminately, detrimental to the institution. 


Inspite of repeated objections by the auidtors right from tne beginning ana the Registrar’s 
D.O. on the subject, the purpose of journey nas not been shown in the log books wnicn is 
not regular as it is likely to lead to misuse of vehicle. 


6. The vehicles have been used for the purpose other than tnat of tne mill which 
is irregular.

Weighbridges contract 


The facts are that the contract for repair of weigh-bridges was given to a party at 
Ambala for about Rs 12, 000a year and the party engaged a staff of threeto four persons 
for the repairs of the waighbridgzs throughout the season. Thé contract is signed by the 
General Manager as well as by the Directors. It should have struck the General Manager 
there and then, but that the amount involved is much in excess of what is likely to be spent 
by the contractor. The matter was never referredtothe Board for approval Thereafter 
the General Manager independently of the Board or any member of the Board cancelled 
ithe contract in May, 1961. Thereafter in October, 1961, the General Manager renewed 
his contract. To this the General Manager says that he did so because the Chief 
Engineer told him that it could not be handled departmentally. Thereafter, he brought 
the matter to the notice of the Vice-Chairman who approved the suggestion of the Chief 
Engineer. No do cumentsin this behalf have been produced although the General Manager 
says that the documents are there which have been misplaced atthe moment. All these 
facts suggest beyond any doubt that the mill has incurred considerable avoidable expendi- 
ture on his account.

Act, only those landowners who own or hold land in excess of the permissible 
area and whose land is situated in more than one Patwar Circle are required 
to furnish within a period of 6 months from the commencement of the said 
Act, the necessary declaration supported by an affidavit in respect of land 
owned or held by them. Out ofthe 887 landowners mentioned in part (i) 
above only 32 landowners (mentioned in the enclosed list) own land in 
more than one Patwar Circle and they filed the necessary declaration of 
surplus area within the scheduled time. The question of penalising them 
under Section 5-C of the Punjab Security of Land Tenures Act, therefore, does 
not arise. Tae remaining 855 landowners were not required to submit their

*2547. Comrade Ram Piara : Will the Minister for Agriculture and 
Welfare be pleased to state— 

(2) with reference to the Home Department notification No. 37 (112)- 
W.G.I. (ASO.2) 62/9125, dated Chandigarh the 2nd May, 1962, 
whether it was necessary for the members of the State Land Ap- 
proval Committee to hold its meetings in Chandigarh as indicated 
in para No. (4) viz. *the meetings of the Committee shall be held 
at Chandigarh", if so, the numb:r cf the meetings so held 
by tne State Land Approval Committee at Chandigarh date wise 
together with the names of the villages, the lands of which have 
been approved ; 

(b) whether it is a fact that approval of some lands by the State Land 
Approval Committee has not been accorded in its meeting held 
at Chandigarh but the lands have been purchased by the Welfare 
Department ; if so, the reasons for purchasing tbe lands without 
the approval of the Committee ; 

(c) whether it is a fact that some of the members of the State Land 
Approval Committee protested against the purchase of such lands 
the approval of which had not been accorded by the Committee 
at its meeting held at Chandigarh; if so, the names of such members 
and the copies of the protest letters written by them be laid on 

the Table ? . 

Sardar Garbanta Singh : (a) Yes ; only one meeting was held by the 
State Land Approval Committee at Chandigarh on 5th June, 1962. Names 
of the villages in which land for purchase had been approved by the Land 
Approval Committee in this meeting are Singhpura (Gurdaspur), Pakan 
(Ferozepore) and Attalgarh (Amritsar). 

(b) The approval for purchase of land in villages Bagwanpura (Sangrur) 
and Daod (Amritsar) had not been accorded as such in this meeting of the 
Committee but the lands in these villages have been purchased by the Welfare 
Department due to the following reasons :— | 

(i) In case of land at Bhagwanpura, the Committee decided that canal 
irrigated portion of the land be purchased at Rs. 900 per acre and 
further recommended that the landlord be persuaded to accept 
Rs. 700 per acre for the barani portion of his land and desired 
that the proposal should be put up in the next meeting. The land 
at village Bhagwanpura, originally recommended by the District 
Land Selection Committee and visited by the State Land Approval 
Committee was not purchased. However, in view of the advice 
of the State Land Approval Committee that the canal irrigated 
portion of land in this village be purchased for Rs. 900 per acre, 
a fresh proposal for purchase of 40 acres of nehriland was received 
and the District Welfare Officer, Sangrur, was permitted to pur- 
chase this land. 

(ii) As for the land at village Daod (Amritsar), the Committee in their 
meeting on 5th June, 1962 observed that the landlord should be 
asked to accept the price of Rs. 800 per acre instead of Rs. 900 per 
acre and desired that the proposal be put up in the next meeting. 
On intimation from the District Welfare Officer, Amritsar, that the 
vendor was not prepared to reduce the price, it was purchased 
for Rs. 900 per acre in November, 1962. 

oa No meeting of the State Land Approval Committee was held subsequent 
to 5th June, 1962 to consider these purchases. 
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(c) Yes ; Shri Ram Piara, M.L.A., protested against the purchase of 
land in village Dhani (Sangrur). Copy of his letter, dated 5th August, 1962, 
received by the Director, Welfare of Scheduled Castes and Backward Classes, 
is added. (Letter, dated 26th July, 1962 mentioned by Shri Ram Piara in 
his letter, dated 5th August, 1962, had not been received by the Director.) 


Copy of letter dated 5th August, 1962 from Shri Ram Piara, M.L.A.,to the Director, Welfare 
of Scheduled Castes and Backward Classes, Punjab. 


I want to draw your attention towards my Registered A.D. letter, dated 25th July, 1962 
which remains un replied for the reasons best known to you. Besides this you have not 
fixed any time for holding any meeting at Chandigarh. If some change has been effected 
in the constitution, I may please be informed accordingly and if there is no change then 
the old procedure shall have to be adopted without which no purchase can take final shape 
and every purchase made against the rules is challengeable everywhere. I must assert that 
no payment in respect of land alleged to be purchased and that too through back door in 
village Dhani near Jind, may not be made till the final approval by the Land Approval 
Committee, at Chandigarh is accorded. I do not know whether my name exists so far on 
the committee, if it exists then I have every right and access to the files and papers and so 
itis requested that some steps be taken which may provide me an opportunity to go 
through the report of the land selection committee and of the soil chemist. Besides this 
some other lands have also been inspected by the members (present on 17th July, 1962) 
of the committee, that too, shall be placed before the Committee. I am 
to attend the meeting of the  P.A.C. on 16th August, 1962 and 17th 
August, 1962 and so you can fix that date at Chandigarh. Ch. Ran Singh, ex-M.L.A., shall 


also be there. We shall be saving something of the Department as both you shall not be 
charging T.A.

It has been represented to me that the land of village Goli (GOLI) in Karnal Tehsil 
has not either brought under surplus or it has been brought under surplus, the area is 


noiminal. J do not know the details of the announcement but I am to bring to ycur 
notice the following that :— 


One Mahant of village Goli (GOLI) own land more than two thousand or above 
three thousand  bighas (three thcusand) of land. He leased out some 
land to Ch. Randhir Singh-Ch. Shamsher Singh or in the name of some 
of his own. Either at the time of the lease or afterwards, the leased out 
land was transferred to Mann Brothers Co-operative Farming Society. 
This Society has since been wound up under orders of the Government 
as the Society committed a series of irriguiarities. The final winding up 
took place on 2nd February, 1961. Loan advanced by the Central Co- 
operative Bank had been realised. A liquidator was also appointed. 
I wonder, why the land has not been brought under surplus. In fact 
according to my information land stood leased out in the name of one and 
so could easily be brought under surplus. Secondly the Society has been 
wound .up since 2nd February, 1961. If the facts mentioned above are 
correct and surplus land had not been declared so far, I cannot appreciate. 
The big man cannot escape from the law and particularly this Society 
has shown unscrupulous working. May I expect thet you shall be good 
enough to apprise me about the latest position and inform me accordingly 


so that I mav satisfy those who have represented to me. This may please 
be treated as most urgent.
